Tue 7imes of December g prints an interview 
with a member of the firm of Harper & Bros. in 
reference to the discontinuation of the quarto 
edition of their Franklin Square Library. He is 
reported as saying : 

“The public, we find, have had enough of the 
broadside editions. If the change is made, as I 
expect it will be, it will occur on Jan. 1, because 
the yearly subscriptions expire then. If the 
editions are continued the form will be more 
convenient. For five years it has been a popular 
publication, but the public taste is capricious as 
toform. It is intimated that Congress may take 
some action bearing on the subject. It is uncer- 
tain, at any rate, as to what may be the legisla- 
tion hereafter with regard to the continuance of 
such publications as second-class postal matter. 
Under that classification now can be sent daily 
and weekly papers, monthlies and quarterlies, as 
well as the cheap subscription periodicals, the 
rate being I cent a pound. The discrimination 
in behalf of cheap serials was the result of an old- 
time abuse. When the regulations were less 
specific than they are now the mails were flooded 
with advertising matter in the form of publica- 


tions, while, as a matter of fact, the great bulk of | 


the stuff was wholly devoid of literary matter. It 
is barely possible that somebody may be success- 
ful in altering the distinction given to cheap se- 
rials, and the authorities will relegate them to 
the book classification. As third-rate postage 
publishers will be taxed 8 cents a pound instead 
of I cent, and the expense item of postage pre- 


paid would consequently be an interesting con- | 


sideration.”
